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Introductory Comments

In the Office Communication mailed December 30, 2003, the Examiner stated that "the 
reply filed on September 23, 2003 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because. . .Applicant has failed to specifically point out the support in the original disclosure for 
each of the newly presented claim limitations. . .It is noted that the Applicant refers to columns 
and lines, however these do not match the specification in the application." The following 
Response is a resubmission of the Response filed September 23, 2003, except all references to 
the specification have been reformatted to align with the original disclosure. In accordance with 
USPTO practice, each section of this Amendment begins on a separate sheet.
